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MOTHER MARY OF THE DIVINE HEART 


On several occasions Our Lord has appeared to saints and has 
asked them to say for Him something He wishes the world to know. 
He has appeared to St. Margaret Mary, St. John Eudes, and a few 
others. Among them was a Good Shepherd Sister, Mother Marv 
of the Divine Heart. 

Mother Divine Heart was born at Darfield, near Munster, West 
phalia, on September 8, 1863. In her early youth Mother heard a 
call to the religious life, but because of her frail health she had to 
w r ait years before she was able to join the convent. Then in the year 
1888, on November 21, her desire was fulfilled, she entered the Con¬ 
gregation of the Good Shepherd of Angers at the Convent in Munster. 

Her zeal for the glory of the Sacred Heart and for the salvation of 
souls grew in proportion to her great physical and moral sufferings. 
But Mother was constantly strengthened and sustained by His fre¬ 
quent communications with her. 

Several times Our Lord told her of His burning desire to see the 
human race consecrated to Him by the Supreme Pontiff. Mother 
wrote twice to Pope Leo XIII to petition this Consecration. Deeply 
moved by her request, which corresponded with his most secret desire, 
His Holiness set this Universal Consecration for June 11, 1889. 

Pope Leo XIII declared that by divine revelation he knew that 
this act was the greatest of his Pontificate, and he added: “There are 
in the world some holy souls who received communications from 
heaven, and sometimes the Pope is convinced of these communications 
in such a manner that he cannot doubt that they come from God . . . 
this is what happened when the Consecration of the Universe to the 
Sacred Heart was spoken of.” 

Our Lord said to her in one of His appearances; “Know my 
child, that out of the charity of My Heart, I wish to pour out torrents 
of graces through your heart into the hearts of others. This is the 
reason why many will address themselves to you with confidence, 
though not on account of vour qualities, for I am the cause of it all. 

Never shall anyone who comes in contact with you leave your 
presence without being in someway consoled, comforted or sanctified, 
or without receiving some grace, even the most hardened sinner.” 

Mother Mary of the Divine Heart died on June 8, 1899. She 
went to rest with her Divine Savior on the eve of the Triduum which 
preceded the Consecration of the Human Race to the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus. _
